had :ust come in and the people of tho 
stricken cilrr flocked to it for safety. A 
nnmbi* of boxcars were conplocl on and 
iulod and covered with men, women 
and children. Some were bareheaded, 
some were coatless, some few clutched 
a.pitiful bundle of the more'precious of 
their portable 'possessions, 
1'umilios 


were separated. Children Joined tho 
throng and left parents. In all there 
was a motley crowd of about 430 or 
more people-. 
" ' 


The train pulled Out just ahead of tho 


fire aud sncceocled in ultimately reap- 
ing Daluth. This circumstauce, while 
fprtnuatc in a decree that can not be es- 
timated, lius made the coiifnsidu greater, 
for it is not known who escaped in this 
way aud many people are reported dead 
who may ue iu safety. Had not this 
number of people, mostly women .uud 
children, leftTthe doomed city when 
they did the loss of life would havo in- 
creased iu a' geometrical ratio, for their 
presence would havo added immeasur- 
ably to the subsequent confusion. 


About tho Baiuo hour the accommoda- 


tion train ou tho Hinckley and St. 
Cloud branch left for tho latter place 
•with about 25 passengers. Its path lay 
directly across the path of the lire and 
their situation speedily bociime desper- 
ate. The ties wore burning, tho mils 
were .warping and tho trestles were sag- 
ging under tho train. Tho smoke had 
incronsud so that the engineer was help- 
less. Ho cmiM not seo the train be- 
hind him. Burning trees lay across tho 
track and wore being tossod aside by the 
engine. 


Suddenly tho track gave way and the 


train toppled off lo OHO Hide. No one 
was tajnrod.-iuid they pressed ou to 
Pokegama station, a few rods alioiul. 
But. a few feet' in 1'rout of the engine 
was discovered a gorge CO feet wide aud 
40 foct deep, where the trestle had been 
burned away. They succeeded in reach- 
ing the clearing about tlie station and 
escaped with a few knrus and bruises. 
There were burned along the track, 
however, four or five people, including 
Dr. D. Kclcoy of Kbw Brighton, who 
had come up to look after his brother. 
.-' The people who wore loft in the city 
•were iu what soomed to be an almost 
hopeless condition. Egress by the only 
means of transportation that could hope 
to distance tho swiftly advancing flames 
was out of tlio question. The mon had 
been fightiug tho fire for hours and the 
women and children were in a pauic- 
-strickon condition. Mauy of thorn \ver° 
of the more ignorant of tho population, 
for a very lrvrge percentage of tho people 
who got on the Groat Northern railroad 
were of tho more intelligent class 


Horses were harnessed to buggies and 


wagons. Woiiion and children ware 
hurriedly loaded. In some cases at- 
tempts were made to cany off some 
household goods, but in most instances 
the puoplo had no thought for anght but 
then- lives. 


Probably 300 of thorn loft town on 


foot or iu vehicles, plunging into the 
woods to the north across tho Griud- 
Btone river, which skirts the town on 
the north. They were literally fleeing 
before tho pursuing demon of fire. Over 
the hill that rises beyond the Griud- 
gtbne is a swamp, and to this most of 
the people with teams headed, but it 
proved no protection. The fire gave 
them no opportunity to go further. 
Borne abandoned thoir, teams and rail 


I into the lower portions of the morass, 
but the fire sought them out. -Not one 
was left to tell the tale, and there Sun- 
day morning, in a 
space- of little 


more than four or flvo acres, wore 
counted over 130 corpses. 


There were many families of five, six 


and seven and there they lay, tho men 
generally ajlittloin advance, the mother 
•orronuded by her little ones, cut off 
by tho most horrible of deaths. Nearly 
•11 the bodies w«o nude, fcho flreliimug 


burned avery •%, 
»nd bias; 


:t>3M beyond recognition aud where 


Whole iamilioS w&ro wiped out as they 
Were aid some of the bodies completely 
Wcinerated. Identification is absolute- 
ly out of tho question. 


Thoss who fled to the north on foot 


Mlowed the track, and so rapid was the 
program of - the flames that mairy of 
them were actually burned as they fled, 
falling on .the right'of way for a dis- 
tance of throe miles or more. Nearly 
w> bodies were recovered along here. 
Some of the foremost of the etcaping 
eitesms met the Duluth train coming in 
from the north. It was ' due at Black- 
Ioyat4:05. Engineer James Boot was 
at the throttle. Ho stopped the train 
and took ou. board about ISSoftheref- 
ngoen who crowded into the train, com- 
pletely filling it, for it had a passenger 
list abnost as large. By this time the 
woods were blaaing oil oaoh side of the 
track, and as Root reversed his engine 
and started back the cars scorched and 
crackled in the heat. 
Boot' ran the 


train back about fchreti miles to1 Skunk 
laWfr, aud the people escaped from the 
burning cars to the wator, and no lives 
were lost either of passengers or ref- 
ugees. 


The peoplo who remained in Hinck- 


lay fared the bast of all. The eastern 
Minnesota tracks mark tha eastern edge 
of the city proper. Just beyond the 
road owned a track of land probably 
embracing at least 10 aores. It was 
purchasied for a gravelpit to furnish ma- 
terial for tho fill-up approaches of tho 
company's bridge across tbe Grindstoafl 
olid at other points on its line. To the 
fact that it had bean used for this pur- 
pose almost to its exhaustion, about a 
hundred Hmckloyitos owe their lives. 
Tho whole area indicated had been ex- 
cavated to a depth in the center of SO 
or 40 feet. There was a 'stagnant pool 
of rainwater in tho oeiitor three feet in. 
greatest depth. The pit was wide and 
deep aiid to it flod those of the citizens 
who wore willing to trust to its friend- 
ly depths. There was probably too of 
them, and in addition to tho human Be- 
ings quite a nnniber of domestics ani- 
mals, horsos, cows, oxen, pigs, chickens 
etc., sought safety here. 
' 


K was really the safest place about 


fiinckloy. 
Three hundred or 400 


trunks only half way down ehe doping 
.bank passed through tko flro unscathed. 
the people went here as the eastern, 
train pulled but a few minutes after 4, 
o'clock, and here they remained until 
•after 8, while the smoke and flames 
from the burning city . rolled over thoir 
heads. They dashed water over each 
other and covered their heads with wet 
olotlis to prevent suffocation. 
One un- 


known man succumbed to the smoke or 
the terrible strain and fell in the water 
and was drowned. 
So for as known 


this was tho only tragedy of the gravel 
pit. 


Others of the citizens sought refuge 


in the Grindstone river under the abut- 
ments of tin) two railway bridges aud 
the foot bridge. Tho exact number can 
not be known, us they were scattered 
along a considerable distance. That 
many escaped and somo were drowned 
is well known. Mrs. Martin Martinson 
and 
her four little children wero 


drowned, their bodies being taken from 
the water shortly afterward. 


In the meantime Hinckley was burn- 


ing with frightful rapidity, and in a 
few hours nothing was left but black- 
ened ruins. 


As"night closed in, the people began 


to como out from thoir hiding places 
and made their way over the hot em- 
bers of their city. They were absolute- 
ly dazed by tho catastrophe, and the 
night was spout in an endeavor to find 
relatives or ascertain thoir whereabouts. 
Communication with the outer world 
wnsysut off for hours as completely as ii' 
they wero on a desert island. The flro 
hod silent its force, hut the air was filled 
with smoke, through which gleamed 
the dull blaze of smouldering fire in the 
more substantial stocks of goods. 


Two huge heaps of ooal which marked 


the location of the Duluth coal'sheds 
were blazing, and by the fitful light peo- 
ple wandered about picking out the 
places whore but six hours before their 
happy homes had stood. The fact that 
go many had escaped by train addod to 
the anxiety of those whose friends and 
relatives wore not to bo found, while it 
furnished at the sama time a basis for 
hope that they wore iu safety. 


When the morning broke a fow ener- 


getic spirits began to organize the work 
of the recovery of the bodies,. J. W. 
Bargent, a passenger conductor on the 
Duluth road, god into Hinckley during 
the night, and ho organized a volunteer 
crew, who manned two handoarB.whose 
capacity was increased by the nss of 
planks. 
They went up the Dnluth 


track to the north and picked np 81 
bodies between the river and Skunk 
lake. 


The bodies were wrapped up in blank- 


ets and such cloth as could bo obtained 
and laid out by tho side of the track 
where the depot had stood. Here also 
were brought the two little sous of Tom 
Henderson, Sandy and Johnny. The 
drowned corpses of Mrs. Martinson and 
her four children, Mrs. Blanchard and 
her two cliildren. -who were burned to 
death just aoovo the Dnlnth round- 
house, and tho man Lamboson, who 
was found nnat the Martinson party. 


Volunteers harnessed up the available 


vehicles savtl in the gravel pit and 
Went out to tho swamp norous the 
GrinagtoiiQ 'j/iiey brought in 96 bodies,
